Independent Institute Conducts 
Arctic and Sub-Arctic Research 

Office of Arctic Institute of North America Housed in 
East Wing of Arts Building, Is Directed 
by Dr. A. I. Washburn

Although few people know It, the 
third floor of the East Wing has 
some new and interesting tenants. 
Since October 1st the Arctic Insti- 
tute of North America has been 
using these quarters as Its head 
administrative office. This organi- 
zation, not affiliated with the Uni- 
versity, was originated over a year 
ago to act as a co>ordinatIng cen- 
tre in this hemisphere for scienti- 
fic research pertaining to Arctic 
and Sub-Arctic regions. 

At the present time the staff of 
the Institute is a small full time 
group, headed by the Director, Dr 
Albert L. Washburn an experienc- 
ed Arctic scientist, with wide pow- 
ers in conducting the affairs of 
the Institute, Working with him 
here is Miss Marguerite Murray 
from the Department of External 
Affairs who is the Institute's Exe- 
cutive Secretary. 

Wartime development of northern 
transportation routes to Asia and 
Europe has brought to light many 
■problems which emphasize our lack 
of knowledge of Arctic regions, A 
realization of the advances made 
in ' the Soviet Arctic through r the 
acUviUes of the Arctic Institute at 
Leningrad and the desirability of 
similarly advancing our knowledge 
led to the founding of the Arctic 
Institute of North America. It is an 
International, orgahlzation, origin-

ally financed by grants from the 
Research Councils of Canada and 
the United States and by donations 
from private sources. - • 

In order to secure a greater 
economy of effort, and wider dis- 
cussion of problems, the four 
countries with interests in the 
North American Arctic— Canada, 
the United States, Newfoundland 
and Greenland (Denmark)— are re- 
presented on the Institute's Board 
of Governors and the entire Arctic 
region will be studied as a unit 

Dr. Washburn has for many years 
been doing geological research in 
the Arctic. His work has taken him 
to Alaska, East Greenland and over 
much of the Canadian Arctic. The 
field of geology in which Dr. Wash- 
bum has worked is that of glacial 
geology and geomorphology, the 
study of the ice age and the earth's 
features. 

During the war Dr. Washburn 
was In the United States Army Air 
Force with the Arctic, Desert and 
Tropic Information Centre. In con- 
nection with this work he made the 
Nascopie cruise to the Eastern Arc- 
tic and Baffin in 1943 visiting 
weather stations and airfields, and 
locating Eskimo camps for use in 
emergency landings. 

"The Arctic Institute is still 
growing," said Dr. Washburn. "Now

Hon. Thlbaudcau RInfret 
graduated with the degree of B.- 
C.L. from McGill, where he was 
also professor of Municipal Law 
and Public Utilities. He has re- 
ceived the honorary degree of Dr. 
of Law from the Universities of 
McGill, Montreal, and Ottawa.

Typists Undertake 
Printers' Work 

Winnipeg Newsmen 
Pound Out Papers, 
Composing Room Strikes 

Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 20.— (CUP) 
—The eye-witness account of à re- 
porter of the Manltoban, the Uni- 
versity ' of Manitoba publication, 
indicates that the new form of 
Journalism which developed from 
a typographical union strike is 
really something worth going a 
long way to see. 

It all started when the union em- 
ployed by the Winnipeg Free Press 
and the Winnipeg Tribune walked 
out and left 'the papers high and 
dry. No copy could be run off the 
linotype machines and no heads 
could be set. In fact it is a rule of 
the publishing business that no one 
except the operators of these ma- 
chines could , run them, so tome 
other means to print a newspaper 
had to be devised. 

The result of the eager headwork 
of members of the two papers was 
a coalition for mutual benefit and 
allowed the city of Winnipeg to 
have a dally newspaper. Although 
most of the spade work has been 
done the newspaper Itself Is still 
in the experimental stages. Thé 
typed copy is pasted on a "dummy 
sheet" and sent to the engravers, 
where a photograph and an en- 
graving is made. A mat is made 
from the engraving and a cast

Growth of Socialism 
Ajnd^ImporUmce Now. 
Discussed m Meeting

"Socialism has emerged in; our] 
day because It la a more appro- 
priate- philosophy to fit the eco- 
nomic system we have." So said 
Professo|^ Scott in an address to 
the C.C.F. Club last night. 

Tracing Its development from its 
early beginnhigs In the 18th cen' 
tury, he stressed the close Inter 
relationship between socialism and 
a country's economic conditions. 
- Then going back to the Industrie 
Revolution, Professor Scott showed 
how, from mercantOism to free en 
terprise, from corporate ownership 
to shareholding, socialism has 
grown to assume such proportions 
that It now represents a néw phi 
losophy of life." The world is 
steadily going socialistic," con 
tinned Professor Scott. He illus- 
trated his statement by pointing 
out the fact that many liberated 
European coiintrles, now free from 
fascism, have turned with new hope 
towards socialism. 

"But," said the professor, 
'Capitalism has had Its uses. It 
has been a revolutionary force in 
the lives of the people of the pre 
vious ages, though now it has be 
come merely a stage through which 
we are passing." However he stat- 
ed that the Capitalistic method of 
producing wealth and technical 
skill should be conserved. 

In conclusion, Professor Scott, 
who is' national president and 
chairman of the C.C.F. party stated, 
"The state must be made an agent 
of the conunon people." He believes 
this can be accomplished by state 
ownership, for in this way the 
economic interests of the, people 
would be protected. 

At the end of Professor Scott's 
speech, a question period* ensued. 
Several questions, asked by the 
students, resulted In heatod diS' 
eussions, and It was decided by the 
chairman, that : in future > there 
would be no further political 
bickering; whereupon the meeting 
ended in an orderly fashion. '

USSR Wants Friendship, 
Avers Canterbury Dean

"Soviet Russia desires peace, not war; friendship not emnity," de- 
clared the Very Reverend Hewlett Johnson, Dean of Canterbury, before 
a capacity audience at His Majesty's Theatre last night in a meeting 
sponsored by the National Society for Canadian-Soviet Friendship. 

After being introduced by His Grace, the Rt. Rev. John Dixon, 
Bishop of Montreal, the Dean discussed the topic "Soviet Russia WanU 
Our Friendship" and gave his own views as to how this friendship 
might be attained, basing his opinions on what he saw during his recent 
visit to.^the^UjS,S.R. 
While describing the recent suf- 



ferings endured by the people of 
the Soviet Union, the Dean told of 
the utter 'devastation and fantast- 
ic losses in life and property which 
prevailed in Russia. He also spoke 
briefly on the amazing work of 
reconstruction being carried on 
there today. 

He then touched on the spirit of 
cooperation existing between 
church and state, and cited in 
stances in which the government 
materially aided the work, of the 
ecclesiastic authorities in every pos 
sible way He refuted what he 
called the only too frequent rum 
ours concerning the persecution of 
the church. 

The Dean cxenpUfted Russian 
toleration and encouragement af- 
forded smaller racial groups such 
as the Georgians and Armenians 
and expressed the hope that some 
day this policy would spread to 
the rest of the world. 

At a meeting with Generalissimo 
Stalin, he asked question as to how 
world unity could be maintained 



during peace, and quoted the fol- 
lowing reply, "During war this 
was easy. In peace It will be diffi- 
cult, but it can, must and will be 
attained." He continued by saying 
that the' needs of the U.S.SJt and 
the Western Allies are not conflict- 
ing but complimentary. , 

'The growth of the U.S.S.R. re- 
sembles the construction of a great 
cathedral, while necessitating the 
presence of dirt and rubble, will 
nevertheless finally emerge Into 
what I believe to be a truly Chrl» 
tian building," continued the Dean 
while condemning the suspicious 
attitude of the rest of the world 
towards the Soviet Union. 

In conclusion the Dean prophisied 
that in twenty years Russia will 
have an industry second to none, 
unlimited resources of all essential 
commodities and as a high a stand- 
ard of living as that which prevails 
In the Western World today. "Those 
who fight against the Soviet Union 
will lose, those who fight with her 
will win; for she Is terrible as a foe 
and magnificent as a friend."

Relative rates of shoulder hunching in 
college students at the onset 
of the cold weather

In an earlier report on the fre- 
quency of frozen fractured ear 
lobes and nose-tips, thé research- 
ers were forced to take Into ac- 
count the incidence of shoulder- 
hunching as a protective mechan- 
ism.' The present report Is anv ex- 
tension of the work done by H. Z. 
Weltenschmurg ("Budelborder- 
blatts"— J.O.K.S. 1193 642 1037). 

In collecting data for this report 
it was necessary to measure 
shoulder-hunching without the 
knowledge of the subject under ob- 
servation. This was done by an ar- 
rangement Involving a modified 
portable transit, calibrated to re- 
cord shoulder height In relation to 
the tip of the ear lobe, and dis- 
guise'd as a monocle. 
' Recalculation of the results, ob- 
tained over a three months period, 
to 'include the variable factors pre- 
sent (l.e., lack or amount, of hair- 
cuts; density of coats, scarves, and 
ear-muffs) brought the figures to 
sn average rise of 08,73 mm. per 
degree for the left shoulder, and 
11.20 mm. per degree for.the right 
shoulder. Tite results were Incon- 
clusive below ten degrees below 
zero due to the disappearance of 



the entire head below the coat col- 
lar. The apparent discrepancy be- 
tween right and left shoulder 
heights can be accounted for by the 
observation tl\at, while both hands 
were usually deep in the coat 
pockets, the left arm was often 
encumbered with books, notes, co- 
eds, bottles, etc., all of which tend- 
ed to lower the values, obtained for 
the shoulder in question. 

No figures could be obtained on 
female hunching, due to the 
abundance of hair which often 
completely obscured the head and 
shoulders. There was the added 
error factor, in that, w^ile the 
females teemed to be able to nm 
about in all forms of cold weather, 
clad only in summer dresses and 
not wearing coats, the very look of 
them made one researcher's should- 
ers hunch so much that they 
knocked the transit out of his eye. 
The only course then open to him 
was to return to the laboratory and 
study Scotches and soda. In fact 
the complete research group so 
heartily agreed with him that we 
have been doipg nothing else since 
then. ' We hope to have a paper 
ready on that shoontime tum— or 
rather sometime loon.

THE PRICE OF SILVER 

When the war broke out there 
were seven great powers. When 
the war ended, France, Germany, 
Italy and Japan had been submerg- 
ed, Britain wat atruggUng to regain 
her position, and United States and 
Russia had became the two pow- 
ers dominating this earth. 

Thit will deal with the new Am- 
erican Imperialism, which by all 
indications is the greatest danger 
to the peaceful solution of our 
world's ills. Today, United States 
boasts a "liberal" foreign policy. 
Willkie in his book "One World" 
advocated freedom of one sort or 
another for China, India, Africa and 
almost all the other colonies be- 
longing to Britain, France, Holland, 
etc. Truman urges more Jews be 
allowed into Palestine, and the 
open door be instituted in world 
trade relations. United States is 
ready to sell for cash and condi- 
tions goods to any part of the 
world. 

In addition, Americans are In for 
a rather rosy time as far as food 
and consumer goods are concerned. 
Although they are eating more than 
in any previous year the Lend Lease 
and UNRRA food commitments to 
Europe have been cut In order to 
let almost all scarce goods be plen- 
tiful in United States some 25-50 
million people face ' starvation in 
Europe; and their iehancet of get' 
ting food from United States, are 
poor. We know this because the 
price of silver has gone up almost 
30%— and when silver goes up. It 
Indicates that the western isolation- 
ist section of American capital has 
gained enough power to blackmail 
the world which b Its debtor. 



Either the world pays or it stfirvcs; 
cither it pays or It gets no machin- 
ery or goods of any kind. If It 
can't pay now, It can pay from the 
products of lit induttrlet which 
Americana will build and control in 
their territory, but they will pay as 
they had to do to the hilt after the 
last war. 

In addition United States, embark- 
ing on a permanent war-economy, 
aimed only against Russia, and at 
Incorporating the rest of the world 
into Junior partnerships to Its own 
cartellratlon. Is now accumulating 
in South America tremendous 
stockpiles of every type of chemi- 
cal and metal needed In modern 
warfare, not to speak of the huge 
army It intends to maintain. At 
present the General Electric Com- 
pany haa gained control of the 
electrical industries In Germany, 
France and England besides the 
local market New York banks con-
